Size of School 

Some question has been raised as 
to the wisdom of making the present, 
school larger as against the policy 
of establishing another school in an- 1 
other part of the city. An important i „ 
opinion was rendered the Pasadena 
school board on this question last i 
week by Dr. F. W. Hart of the Uni- ! 
versity of California, who is making! 
an expert survey of Pasadena schools. 

Elementary schools should be 
planned to accommodate 900 pupils, 
in the opinion of Dr. Hart. Investi-i 
gations all over the country show 
that the policy of fewer and larger 
elementary schools is at once the' 
most efficient and the least expen- ‘ 
sive. In the light of this expert 
opinion it will be seen that Sierra 
Madre’s school has not yet come near 
this ideal in size. 

“People who argue for a separate; 
unit in another part of town do not: 
seem to realize how greatly it would t 
increase expenses," says R. S. Jen-1 
sen, school trustee. “It would mean 
absolute and useless duplication of 
much of the work of the main 
school plant, or else the combining 
of various grades in one room. The 
expense for supervision and other 
overhead items would also be in¬ 
creased unreasonably.” 

C. of C. Letter 

The following letter has been 
mailed by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to a large number of citi¬ 
zens. With it was enclosed a postal 
card asking for an expression of 
opinion. These postcards have been 
coming in with an almost unanimous 
expression in favor of the bonds. The 
letter was as follows: 

The school bond election will be 
held on Monday, June 9th. The 
polling place will be at the Kinder¬ 
garten building on West Highland 
avenue. Polls open from 8 a. m. to 
8 p. m. 

The Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce has approved the bond 
issue after thorough investigation 
and study and finds as follows:

This ordinance was passed to pre¬ 
vent the beautiful desert plants from 
extermination. This is the blooming 
seuson and the temptation to motor¬ 
ists is great. Plucking the big blos¬ 
soms kills the plunt, so drastic meas¬ 
ures are necessary to save the re- 1 
maining specimens that form a high-1 
ly decorative feature of desert travel. 

Resilient motorists familiar with 
the campaign to save the yucca are I 
urged to inform visiting motorists! 
that the blossoms must not be dis¬ 
turbed.

EDITORIAL COMMENT

Enlisting More Workers 

“Why is it,” said a Los Angeles banker visiting in 
Sierra Madre last week, “that in every community and ev¬ 
ery organization the burden of all that is done is carried 
by a small group of people? Take any given community 
and analyze the work of the important organizations which 
make up the whole. You will find their accomplishments 
are largely due to the initiative and energy of a relatively 
small number of people. Many of these persons are at 
work in several bodies. Their public work takes a dispro¬ 
portionate amount of their time while the great body of 
the membership contributes little or nothing in the way of 
time or energy.” 

This banker’s question goes pretty deep into human 
nature before the answer, or the remedy, is found. Why 
does anybody take up community work? Some enter it of 
their volition and some have to be invited or persuaded to 
undertake it. Of those who go into public work volun¬ 
tarily a few perhaps have an ambition for the spotlight or 
some personal advantage. The majority, however, are 
moved by a sense of responsibility for the doing of things 
they think ought to be done for the public welfare. 

To the latter class are sometimes added others more 
modest or with less confidence in their ability, who have to 
be sought out. Once “discovered” and enlisted in public 
work, they become valuable assets to the community. 

If the Chamber of Commerce can find and put to work 
some of the latter class the effort of the recent expansion 
campaign will have been justified. That body and every 
similar body is sometimes accused of domination by a 
small group. If the truth were known the overworked 
volunteers who have carried the burdens would doubtless 
be glad to surrender some of the responsibility. 

Personal interest in an enterprise is an important fac¬ 
tor in a successful worker. Group meetings now being 
held by the Chamber of Commerce are bringing out the 
subjects which the various members believe important. 
Out of the process should come a valuable analysis of the 
Chamber of Commerce personnel. It should be possible to 
enlist a number of capable, interested workers to permit 
of greatly needed expansion in community work. 

Criticism is sometimes made that we have too many 
organizations in Sierra Madre. There are not too many 
organizations for a well balanced community life in a city 
of our size. But there are too few workers for the number 
of organizations we have. Both the volunteer and selec¬ 
tive service system must be used freely to keep things go¬ 
ing right.

School Bonds Will Win If— 

Sierra Madre’s school bonds will win next Tuesday— 
if all those who say they favor them go to the polls and 
vote. Expressed sentiment is overwhelmingly in favor of 
the addition to the school plant. 

Since the issue was last before the voters much of the 
misunderstanding due to hasty presentation of the ques¬ 
tion has been dispelled. School authorities are agreed 
that some sort of auditorium is desirable. To build a 
smaller assembly hall for the growing school would be 
folly. The program does not call for reckless junking of 
serviceable buildings as some imagined. So far as capacity 
is concerned, the program is not beyond what ordinary 
foresight and good judgment require. 

Admitting, as everyone does, that more facilities will 
be necessary by the time the new building can be com¬ 
pleted, the program put forward by the school trustees 
ought to be approved unless a better definite alternative is 
offered. After months of waiting that has not been done. 

Various suggestions have been made of locating a new 
school in another part of town. Others have proposed 
building as needed in smaller units. Both plans are open 
to serious objection on the ground of economy, both of 
building cost and of administration. 

Los Angeles has just approved an immense school 
bond issue by a vote of 19 to 1. That came on top of a 
series of bond issues for other purposes, too. Sierra 
Madre cannot afford to lag in providing the best of school 
accommodations.
